‘a recent copy of the Port Hope Guide caused 
considerable comment among a few Lindsay men who 
read the list of cases in traffic court. In their opin- 
son there were too many cases, and one inquired as 
to whether Port Hope was keeping its tax rate down 
in this way.

water to learn how to administer artifical respiration. 

(Many lives are saved every year by artificial res- 
piration end it is generally conceded that the prone 
method is best. In many cases people pulled out of 
the water after having been submerged for some time, 
and dead to all appearances, have been brought 
around by. artificial respiration. 

The Post suggests that people going on a holiday 
near a lake or river might find it very useful to-prac- 
tise artificial respiration at home, before they leave 
The prone method is divided into three distinct 
movements, which may be described as follows: 

First, with the victim lying face downward and 
the head turned to one side, straddle the hips and 
place the palms of your hands on the small of his 
back, with the fingers over the ribs. Bend your body 
slightly forward so the weight of your shoulders can 
be brought into play, Your arms should be kept 
straight and stiff. 

Second, swing your body forward slowly so that 
its weight is gradually brought to bear on the vic- 
tim. ‘This compresses the thorax and expels air from 
the lungs. 

Third, swing backward and remove all pressure 
from the patient. The thorax and diaphragm will 
expand from their own elasticity and air will be 
drawn into the lungs, After an interval, return to 
the first moyement, Repeat this process at a speed 
of 16 to 18 per minute. 

Keep up for three or four hours. or until a doc- 
tor arrives. Success in artificial respiration depends 
as much on perseverance as upon knowledge of the 
technique. 


Names Of Days 


The days of the week derive thelr names from 
ancient idolatry. In olden times each god was wor- 
shipped on a certain day.

its application to the moon, 

‘Tuesday was dedicated to the worship of war 
gods. Tiw in ancient times was the god of war. The 
Anglo-Saxon name for Tuesday was “Tiwes dacg.” 
The “gy in “Daeg” is soft and the word sounds like 
“days” hence its resemblance to the present name 
js more clear. 

Wednesday was sacred to Odin or Woden the 
supreme deity of the Scandinavians, He, is tdenti- 
fled with the Roman god Mercury and bhe Greek 
fod Hermes, Odin was the god of wisdom, poctry 
and war, as well as the god of the dead and a man 
with hat and staff and with but one eye. 

Thor, the Scandinavian god of thunder, the son 
of Odin, gave Thursday its name, Thor was des- 
eribed as a vigorous youth, with red hair and a beard, 
who rede through the heavens In a goat-drawn char- 
jot, armed with a hammer (the thunder-bolt) that 
returned after being thrown. 

Friday also derives its name from Odin’s fam- 
lly, Frigu, the goddess of marriage, was Odin's wife. 
Our word comes from “frige-daeg,” meaning “love- 
day.’ The goddess Frigu, according to legend, pre- 
sided over man's domestic life and held dominion in 
heaven and over the abode of the dead. 


To Saturn, the father of Jupiter, was dedicated | 
the last day of the week, Saturday. Saturn was iden- 
tified with the Greek God Cronus, and like him, was 
fabled to have been king during an ancient golden 
age.

RATE SLIGHTLY UP 


School Board Demand Will Be 
Paid In Proportion To Tax- 
es Collected, 


Lindsay's tax rate has been in- 
creased 1.1 mills this year from 44.8 
mills to 45,9 mills and a by-law to 
this effect was passed at the Town 
Council meeting Monday night. In 


keeping the tax rate down to this} 


amount, the Council faced a reduc- 
tion in assessment and the need of 
raising more money for certain 
things, but big reductions made in 
other lines made it possible to keep 
the rate almost five mills below the 
rate that seemed almost certain at 
one time this year. 

Two other matters of great im- 
portance were: 

The decision to pay the Board o: 
Education a percentage of the tax- 
es collected, instead of paying the 
whole demand and the town going 
short if all taxes are not collected. 

And the passing of a resolution 
to set the rate earlier and collect 
taxes twice a year, on June 15th 
and September 15th. 

Setting Tax Rate 

Decreases made in taxes by the 
county, Board of Education, library 
and for garbage collection, etc. 
were just about offset by a decrease 
in the assessment and an increase 
of $1,129.52 in town debentures pay- 
ments. Then the town made great 
reductions in many appropriations 
but’ others -had to be increased as 
this year’s Council is determined 
that there will be no deficit and the 
decrease in assessment again tended 
to increase the rate. Much work 
jhas been done to hold the rate to 
within a mill and a tenth of what 
it was last year. 

Percentage For Board 


ND HERE is the first fishing 
story of the year, Clar- 
ence Waltcn, a Lindsay boy, 
‘claims that as he was winding 
in his plug after a cast, a five 
pound lunge Jumped at the plug, 
missed it and landed in the 
boat.

Mr, O'Reilly stated that this sys- 
tem had been tried out about the 
year 1902 and had been discarded as. 
unsatisfactory. He claimed that it 
gave all the adyantage to the rich 
man who would pay his taxes carly 
to get the bonus offered, and would 
heap more venaltfes on the poor 
man who could not pay. 

Others joined in the discussion 
but the motion which had been 
approved by the committee as 
amended, was finally passed with 
a vote of seven to two, Messrs. 
O'Reilly and Morrison being in op- 
position. 

What Was Decided 

The amended motion is as fol- 
lows:

Dr. Logan, seconded by Council- 
Jor Jack Baker, moved that the 
Beard of Education of the town of 
Lindsay be paid their money, if, as, 
and when collected. 

Considerable argument followed 
with Dr. Logan suggesting that if 
any action is taken it should apply 
to this year, 

Councillor ©. G. Frost led the ob- 
jection to the motion, claiming that 
he could not support it because at 
present the Board of Education has 
no borrowing powers and the Coun- 
cil must provide the fupds. He 
thought that it might be better to 
Anstitute steps to give borrowing 
powers of the Board of Education. 

A motion by Mr. Ferguson and 
Mr. Frost, that the matter be ‘laid 
on the table for a month, was de- 
feated. 

The vote was recorded in the Lo- 
gan-Baker moljon, resulting as fol-' 
lows: In favor—Logan, Baker, 
O'Reilly, Morrison, Begg and Pogue; 
opposed—Frost, Ferguson, Wenman, 
@nd Mayor Armstrong, who declar- 
ed his stand although not forced to 
do so. 

Taxes Twice a Year 

Probably the matter considered at 
greatest length was the adylsabili- 
ty of collecting taxes twice a year in 
Lindsay, a step which the Council 
finally decided to take. 

Tne discussion was started when 
a notion of motion by C. G. Frost 
was considered. Mr. Frost spent 
about half an hour fully explaining 
his plan, which had been approved 
by a special committee of the 
Ccuncil, and then Councillor John 
O'R2illy talked for about 20 min- 
utes in opposition to the move, 

Introducing the motion, Mr, Frost 
gave an outline of the procedure of 
arriving at a tax vate and the var- 
jous steps by which the tax roll is 
completed. The thought behind the 
motion was to have the assessment 
made earlier that the tax roll might 
be completed and the taxes collect- 
ed earlier in the year. He felt 
that the present system was very 
unsatisfactory as large sums must 
be borrowed from the bank to carry 
en the towh’s work with the taxes 
belng paid in the fall. Tb is a case, 
he sald, of paying for services after 
they have all been rendered, and 
he supported the plan of “pay as 
you gu,"

HEAVY MEETING 


"Council Finds That Door-to- 
Door Photographers Can-

That relief would be discontinued 
in Lindsay at the end of this week, 
Was one of the most important an- 
nouncements made at a heavy meet- 
ing of the Town Council Monday 
night with all members present. 

‘Tae following recommendation 
of the spectal relief committee was 
ecopted by the Council: 

“Re discontinuing relief, it is re- 
commended that on and after July 
10th, 1933, no more relicf be provid- 
ed by the town of Lindsay except 
such supplementary aid as is ne- 
cessary to families whose heads are 
working at farm labor and who have 
already been promised such addi- 
tional help as may be needed from 
time to time. The Relief Office 1s 
to be opened Tuesday, Thursday, and 
Saturday of each week.” 

Full reports were given by Dr. 
Hugh Logan, chairman of the Coun- 
cil's Relief Committee, showing, 
among other things, that there are 
only sixteen men working for the 
town at present to secure relief: six 
on weeds, two on parks, and elght 
on gardens. 

At the meetings of this relief com- 
mittee, everything possible had been 
done to trim expenses. Some of 
the worstcases were ordered to the 
County Home and the town is cut- 
ting down wherever it can with the 
minimum of hardship,

One of those real fishing craft, 


posed to be a good fishing wind, 
but certainly it was a blessing to 
help those who were coming back 
to town. One of these pulled in 
a nice muskie just as he was pass- 
ing as if to show just how it was 
done. 

Little’ was heard of the usual big 
one caught this year, however, and, 
on making inquiries, found that no 
one else had heard of any extra 
poundage muskles.

THE MORNING'S MILK 
While milk should be cooled as| 
promptly as possible, in certain 
cases the morning's ‘milk must leave 
the farm so early that complete | 
cooling is impossible. Often the | 
only alternative is to hold this milk 
over until next morning before 
shipping, since certain milk com- 
panies and ¢ities still require all 
milk to be below a certain tempera- 
ture on arrival. Jn more progres-» 
sive communities, it is realized that 
the fresh milk, although warmer, is 
more desirable than the older milk, 
and regulations have been framed 
tg_allow for the “acceptance of un- 
} cooled or partially cooled morning’s 
miik which is not more than two 
cr hours old on arrival at the plant. 
During this period the substance in 
freshly drawn milk known as lac- 
tenin serves to restrain bacterial 
|growth. However, the exhaustion 
of the lactenin from the delay in 
cooling ultimately results in a short- 
ening of the time the milk will 
‘ keep, Hence it is highly destrable 
tlint the cooling process be carried 
out as far as possible before the 
milk leaves the farm. —Dominion 
Agricultural Bacteriologist.

Unless swimmers at the Lindsay 


Street Bridge, just south of town,

do themselves out of the best swim- 
ming hole in the district, 

There have been so many com- 
plaints from this quarter in the 
past few weeks that A. T. Lacey, 
a member of St. Mary's Cemetery 
Board, on Saturday informed The 
Post that unless bathers conduct 
themselves properly the swimming 
hole is going to be closed to every- 
one—perhaps permanently. 

It will not be a difficult job to 
abolish swimming at this point be- 
cause the property, on both sides of 
the river, is owned by the St. Mary’s 
Cemetery Board—right from the 
cemetery to the Ops bridge. It would 
be a simple matter to erect signs 
nd prosecute all trespassers, and 
this is what will be done if condi- 
tions are not cleaned up. 

Have Been Generous 

But it is not the intention of the 
Cemetery Board to do that unless 
it 1s absolutely necessary, For years 
swimming has been permitted there 
and swimmers will be welcome to 
use this place in the future as long 
as they wear sults and use decent 
language. 

The situation has grown so bad 
that boys and sometimes full-grown 
men, the latter being responsible 
for most of the complaints, undress 
right on the sidewalk leading to St. 
Mary’s Cemetery. They take off 
thelr clothes in full view of the 
highway and of anyone who might 
be going to the cemetery. 

Then they disport themselves 
naked in the river and along the 
banks, having become such a nul- 
sance that there have been women 
who haye given up going to the 
cemetery unless they have a car in 
which to ride and are accompanied 
‘by a male escort. 

Even worse, perhaps, is their dis- 
gusting language and their boldness 
in the way they run around in the 
nude, The women folks of one 
district have had to give up using 
their front porch because conditions 
have grown so bad. 

And it is reported that only a 
few days ago four or five girls were 
seen swimming here without any 
swimming sults, 

Mr, Lacey points out that there 
is ample space In the bushes at the 
bank or below the bridge to dress 
and undress, and’ gives the warn- 
ing that uriless swimming suits are 


No Band Grants So 
Town Saves $1,850 


CONOMIES PRACTISED by 
the Town Council to keep 
the tax rate as low as it is were 
not listed in detail, but one 
that deserves special mention 
is the reduction in grants to 
town bands.

SAW ALL PROCESSES 


Whe Town Councilors made a 
tour of inspection of Lindsay's new- 
est firm The Knitters Limited on 
Friday afternoon and were shown 
through the factory by Albert Bar- 
ton, manager, and E. R, Disney, 
superintendent, along a route that 
covered the progress of the wool 
from its arrival into the factory up 
to the time of its shipment. 

#nitters Limited moved to Lind- 
say from Peterboro and found an 
ideal. factory in the present location 
es it permits combination of the 
dyeing and the knitting, A prece- 
gent in moving was established by 
this firm. as it only took six weeks 
from the time that it shut down 
jn Peterboro until it was runaing 
at capacity in Lindsay. 

The visitors from the town coun- 
ell included Mayor Frank Arm- 
strong, Councillors J, G. Wenman, J. 
O'Reilly, C. G. Prost, Town Clesk 
W. R. Allely, and also Alex Horn 
who met Mr. Barton for the first 
time. 

Description of Work 

The work commenced on the top 
floor, where by a succession of op- 
erations the wool strands, as re- 
ceived from Bradford, England, the 
recognized wool shipping centre of 
the world, were lengthened and 
gradually made thinner by a suc- 
cession of rollers on each machine 
which stretched the strands as they 
were wound from one bobbin to a 
emaller one, thus one yard of the 
Strand, would be made five times 
thinner, and on being wound on 
the. ibgbbin, would be five times as 
iong. Altogether one yard of the 
wool .would be lengthened by a 
continuous circle of pulling, twist- 
ing and.stretehing until {t was 800 
yards long. 
On the top floor there were nine 
drawing machines five roving mach- 
{nes and eight spinners. Each 
machine is longer as the operation 
proceeds, for as the wool gets long- 
er, the bobbins are smaller and con- 
sequently there has to be more of 
them to hold the increased length 
of the strands. 
‘These spools are taken down to 

the second floor where they are put 

on machines called twisters which 
by having two or three of the bob- 
ins unwinding and twisting on to 
single bobbin the wool is made into 
éingle, two-ply, three-ply or four- 
ply thickness as desired by the cus- 
tomer. The main twister at the 

Knitters Limited is 31 feet long and 

is the most modern of its kind with 
come special improvements made on 
it by the’ firm’s engineers. 

The Dyed 

When the wool is thus twisted In 
the certain ply desired it {s wound 
off the bobbins into skeins which 
are thoroughly inspected, before it 
is wrapped up Into bundles of 
skeins and taken into the dyeing 
plant, which adjoins the main 
building, where the girls are, 

The dyeing room {s a separate 
factory in itself and is complete in 
every detail, The skelns of wool 
are first fixed on spokes attached 
to a huge wheel which reyolves in 
a large vat something after the 
etyle of modern washing machine, 
This vat is lyst filled with hot wat- 
er, soap and chemicals and the 
wheel in revolving thoroughly wash~ 
es the wool and remoyes any im- 
purities such as oil, grease, ete 
latter this operation, the water is 
Tun off and the vat is filled with 
the neéessary dye. 

‘Thé same process is carried on 
agath to dye the woo) with exper- 
Jented men in charge. 

Drying Process 

‘THe wel wool is then placed into 
machines called extractors which re- 
move’ the excess water by centrl- 
fugal foree, These’ machines are 
stfdped ‘ih’ the form of a drum; the 
wet wool js placed in an Inner drum 
with perforated sides which  re- 
volves at a great rate throwing the 
wafer through the sides ‘nto the 
space hetween’ the outer wall and 
it tons down-through the bottom of 
the machine, 

For, fina) drying processes the 
damp,,.skeins are placed on racks 
and wheeled Into ovens where a 
current of hot air thoroughly dries 
every particle of the wool, Then 
the skeins are given their final in- 
spection and done up in cones or 
bundles, of skeins for shipment,

EVIDENCE HEARD

was held on Monday evening in the

‘The verdict was; 

“We the undersigned Jury em- 
panelled to enquire into the death’ 
of the late John Clark Burns, after 
hearing the evidence unanimously 
agree that the said John Clark 
Burns came to his death on Elliot 
street in the Villagd of Fenelon Falls 
by his own hand, sometime between 
the evening of Thursday, July 6 and 
the morning of July 7, 1933.” 

County Corongr Dr. B. A. White, 
of Fenelon Falls, conducted the {n- 
quest and R. V. Mark, of Lindsay, 
represented the Crown in the cross 
examination of witnesses. Members 
of the jury were: Foreman Alvin 
John Gould, Malcolm Hiram McCal- 
lum, Herbert John.

HYDRO COMMISSION THINKS 
PROVINCIAL COMMISSION IS 
BUILDING SURPLUS AT EX-

The monthiy reports of the Lind- 
say Hydro Commission for the 
month of June, 1933, were found to 
be almost identical with those of 
June in 1932, at a meeting of the 
Commissioners held in the Hydro 
office on Monday afternoon, 

The reyenues received for June 
of this year were $7676.75 a differ- 
ence of $90.87 as compared with the 
sum of $7767.62 received in June, 
1932. The expenditures were low- 
er this year however being $6,417.30 
as compared with $6,484.58 in the 
same month last year, Thus al- 
though the revenues were lower so 
were the expendilures, making only 
the slight difference of $23.59 in the 
comparison jof the month of June 
in 1932 and’1933, 

In the month of June this year 
the town used $1421.3 horse-power 
at a total cost of $5,076.40. This is

an increase of 23 h.p. over the 
figures of last year for the same 
month which were 1398 h.p. costing 
$4,660.66. The increase of cost 
amounting to $415.74 caused by the 
extra power used and the paying of 
the exchange. 
oo Much Surplus

say Hydro Commissioners is that 
the Ontario Commission is building 
up too much of a surplus at the ex- 
pense of the people.

On Sunday and Monday when the | 
volume out-put was at its minimum

ing against an excessive pressure in 
the mains. There was very little 
water used on these two days by 
the householders as the rain spared! 
the necessity of lawn service and 
the weather wes cooler than in the 
previous week. Consequently the 
pressure In the mains Increased and 
the continual pumping of the mot- 
ors was working against a heavy 
pressure that resulted in the volume 
cut-put being lowered. 


Since the wells were Installed, they | 
have been found very. satisfactory by 
the general public. The water, 
Incks-the smell of the old river wat- 
er and tastes much better. Although 
it ts somewhat harder and not quite 
as satisfactory for washing, this {s 
but a very smali drawback com- 
pared with the many benefits. 


Tests started since the {Inal in- 
stallation of the wells showed dur- 
ing the first six days, more than 
the 1500,000 gallons guaranteed 
daily, but on the seventh and eighth 
day fell below that level.

Following lengthy negotiations it has been ar- 
ranged that the Canadian Broadcasting Commission 
will supply the Canadian radio stations with news 
pulletin services every day which are to be broad- 
casted at fixed hours. These news bulletins will be 
authentic, having been gathered by the staff of the 
Canadian Press, or sent to that office by telegraph 
or cable from all parts of the worid. No other news 
may be broadcast, so that the great advantage the 
public has is the authenticity of what they hear. 
They can absolutely depend on it as reliable, and not 
the outcome of rumor, or the work of some member 
of the radio staff who rushed breathlessly into the 
office and said “I've Just heard that 

The Canadian Radio Commission offered to pay’ 
the Canadian Press $6,000 a year for this service. 
The Canadian Press decided to supply this service, 
garnered at great expense, as a good-will offering to 
the commission and to the public, for the nominal 
coum of one dollar a year. 

Hitherto, it has been possible for stations, if 
they had a mind to, to “milk” the local evening pa- 
pers and tell the public what they presumably knew 
already. Or they could brpadcast any hearsay tales 
that came into the office. Down in New Orleans re- 
cently the newspapers took action against a local 
broadcasting station that “milked” thelr columns in 

.this way, and got an injunction which protected them 
for twenty-four hours against such piracy, Of course, 
after twenty-four hours, the “news! wasn't worth 
broadcasting —St. Thomas Times-Journal,

Although it is. inspiring to read 
of the wonderful cures cf skin can~ 
cers missionaries are making with 
radium in China, it is with a feel- 
ing of shame that we remember that 
right in our own land a number 
of patients die every year who might 
be saved if they received radium 
treatment early enough. 
It is not always that the skin 
cancer has not received treatment, 
as the patient has likely been using 
ointments on it from the beginning. 
He may have purchased a caustic 
and attempted to burn it slightly in 
an endeayor to “hurry” the healing 
process.

Your physician-wiil tell-yousthat 
a simple sore which resists the us- 
ul methods of treatment may not 
be a cancer, but that the very fact 
that it is slow in’ healing keeps him 
watching it closely until he ts sat- 
isfied that it is not. 

There {s no time: limit for the 
development of dangerous symptoms 
as Dr. Richards reports a case which 
took years to develop and another 
that developed almost to the point 
of hopelessness in six weeks, Both 
eases were healed by a single ap- 
plication of raditm and have re- 
mained healed for three years.

How To Raise 


Young Pullets 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
Pullets must be well grown and 
healthy when put in‘ laying quar- 
ters, If heavy egg production during 
the fall and winter months {s to be 
expected, In order to secure the 
kind of pullets required, careful at- 
tentlon should be given to rearing 
them, " 

There is evidence to show that 

there {s a correlation between size 

of egg and body weight. If pullets 

are allowed to commence production 

before they are well grown, their 

growth may be retarded and they 

may lay smajler eggs than if they 

were allowed to become more ma- 

ture before coming inlo production. 

Internal parasites have an import- 

ant’ bearing on mortality and the 
general health of the flock. ‘These 
can be controlled to a large extent 
by practising santary measures dur- 

ing tilé incubation and growing per- 

jod of the flock. 

At, the Fredericton Experimental 

Station, the chickens are given 
clean cloyer yards as soon aS pos- 
sible and the ‘pullets are separated 
from the cockerels shortly after the 
sexes can be distinguished. At about 
‘twelve weeks of age, they are put 
on grass or preferably clover ground 
where chickens haye not ranged for 
at least two years. For shelter, they 
are given portable range» roosting 
coops which are structures enclosed 
with wire netting with low roof. 
Colony hoses may also be used, 
but care should be taken to give 
the birds plenty of roosting space. 
Grain and mash are fed in hoppers 
and water is available at all times, 
The growing mash consists of 100 
pounds corn meal, 100 pound wheat 
middlings, 50 pounds wheat bran, 
100 pounds crushed oats, 15 pounds: 
bone meal, 5 pounds charcoal and 4 
‘pounds fine salt. The grain mixture 
consists of two parts wheat and one 
part each of cracked corn and 
whole oats, A limited amount of 
skim milk is fed during the early 
part of the summer, but is eliminat- 
ed later of the pullets are 
developing too rapidly. Under this 
system of feeding and management, | 
a few pullets may commence to lay 
too early but the majority of Barred 
Plymouth Rocks come into produc- 
tion at about six months of age.

SAYS BOAT 
RODE STORM 
ON SUNDAY 


PASSENGERS, BADLY SCARED, 
PRAISED “SKIPPER” FOR 
GREAT PRESENCE OF MIND IN 
DANGER. 


The motor launch piloted by Al- 
gar Cameron, of Lindsay, on Stur- 
geon Lake, during the height of the 
storm on Sunday did not capsize 
but on the contrary was brought 
safely to shore without the slightest 
mishap, Mr. Cameron has informed 
Tha Post. 

Mr. Cameron owns and operates & 
25-foot pleasure boat, the “Barbara” 
in which hj takes passengers from 
the various summer resorts. On Sun- 
day he nad with him four couples 
from Toronto who were staying ab 
Long Beach. Cruising from 
Greenhurst back to Long 
Beach, Algar Cameron noticed the 
threatening appearance of the sky 
but thougnt he could reach port be- 
fore the storm would break. 

When within a few minutes run, 
the tempest suddenly ‘broke and 
the pilot finding it impossible to 
hold the launch against the storm, 
wheeled and went directly with the 
wind towards Sturgeon Point. 

The “Barbara” was cutting way- 
es that were at least five and six 
feet above her bows, but she -rode 
safely and surely without shipping 
any water. Nearing land the plot 
honked the boat's horn seeking ald, 
as he was afraid of the boat crash- 
ing on the rocks if he landed. Sev- 
eral men coming out, waded to their 
waists into the lake and held the 
launch, while the passengers disem- 
barked and waded to land, Even 
at that the waves lifting the boat 
clear for an instant pounded her 
down on the beach, smashing the 
propeller guard and bending the 
drive shaft and rudder. 

Finding shelter in Sandy Plack’s 
cottage, the almost hysterical pas- 
sengers each shock the hand of 
Cameron telling him that |t was 
only by his resource and coolness 
of mind that they had all escaped 
drowning. After the storm, the 
“Barbara” had to be towed to town, 
where she will undergo repairs. 


Plan Contest For 


Leniency Is 
Blamed For 
Boy’s Fall 


Stole Three Cars This Year 
_And Was Given Chance on 
Two Occasions 


SENTENCED THIS TIME 


Fred Kipling, of Toronto, 18-year- 
old youth, pleaded guilty to steal- 
ing a car, in police court on Tues- 
day morning, and was sentenced to 
one year determinate and three 
months indeterminate in the On- 
tario Reformatory, by His Worship 
Magistrate Jordan, 

Kipling was arrested by County 
Constable Maurice Irwin, of Fene- 
lon Falls, and brought to Lindsay 
on June 10, at which time he was 
remanded for sentence. The car 
was stolen from Fenelon Falls, by 
Kipling, who drove it to Toronto 
and then brought it back to the 
farm where he was working. 

This is his third offense of this 
kind in 1933, and Crown Attorney 
J E, Anderson K.C., remarked that 
there must be some mental kink re- 
sponsible for the youth’s mania for 
stealing cars. “If he had been pro- 
perly punished for his first out- 
break,” sald the Crown Attorney, 
“he might not be here now. But. 
Kipling has been let off with one 
year suspended sentence by a To- 
ronto magistrate in January for car 
theft and was let off again for a 
similar offense in May. He has 
been led to believe that the law of- 
ficers of the’ Grown would keep ‘on 
being lenient with him and take a 
light view of his crime. Now he is. 
charged again in July and some- 
thing must certainly be done about 
it,” 

Blames Magistrate 
Mr. Anderson did not blame the 
boy so much as the magistrates who 
had given him such an erroneous 
opinion of the force of the law. 
The boy's father was present and 
spoke on behalf of his son, pleading 
for another chance. Mr. Kipling is 
a returned war veteran and had 
Seen service in India, Africa and 
France, His wife was dead, said 
Mr: Kipling, and if the boy was sent 
to jail it would break up their home. 
The boy’s action in stealing cars 
was the only crime of which he had 
ever been convicted and he had 
a good reputation among their 
neighbors in Toronto. 
Magistrate Jordan, deeply touch- 
ed by the father’s plea, remarked 
that he only wished that he could 
accede to his request. But it was 
his duty to follow the letter of the 
law and the best he could do was to 
{mpose the minimum sentence one 
year definite and three months in- 
determinate in the Ontario Refor- 
matory.

Little change has recently been 
noted In general business condi- 
tions throughout the Central China

The white guides claim the In- 
dians have cut their prices so low 
that a white man cannot compete 
and make a living wage. The ar- 
ticle ky The Post correspondent 
stated that a showdown in which 
anything may happen is inevitable 
and referred to an incident some 
years ago when Indian guides were 
driven out of the village by the 
whites. 


Mr. Paudash sald that Indian 
guides all over Gntarlo arranged 
last summer to lower rates for guid- 
ing and the white and Red Indian 
factions of Bobcaygeon should get 
together and arrange for depression 
prices because tourists cannot af- 
ford as much now as they 7auld a 
few years ago. 


Learned From Indians 

“I know most of the white guid- 
es at Bobcaygeon” sald Mr. Paud- 
ash’ “and they are good fellows 
and good guides, but, of course, 
they acquired the art of guiding 
from the Red Indian. Indjans haye 
acted as guides in this district since 
the days when Champlain was pass- 
ing through these lakes. Indians 
have guided the explorers, have re- 
ally been explorers themselves be- 
cause no one but themselves knew 
the district. From the Indians the 
white men have Jeamed to become 
profidient guides,” 

Mr. Paudash aiso referred to the 
Indian reserves at Chemong and 
Rice Lake where, he sald, white 
guides are welcomed by the In- 
d‘ans although they could be held 
out, The whites, he felt, should 
bx willing ¢o co-operate in this mat- 
ter. 

Not a Guide Now 

Chatting with the writer after 
ne finished talking of this matte), 
Mr, Paudash sald some things, 
which, although he did not meon 
them for publication, should be of 
interest. 

He does not guide fishermen and 
never has, he sald. His only, guid- 
ring was done overseas when ‘he 
guided battalions up the line in the 
Great War, ' 

“Quite a bit of difference?” he}! 
was asked, 

“Well, yes. You see if you get 
Jost thy majors and other officers 
call you all the names they can 
think of. If the heavy guns. turn 
that way and a man or two Is kill- 
ed the rest are afrald to go on 
sometimes, Sometimes half the 
party js killed and some of them 
try to blame the guide for not know- 
Ing his business.

Board Says 
Milk Must 
Be Improved 


Some Being Bootlegged; Reg- 
ular Producers Warned; 
Hot Weather is Blamed 


ONE DIPHTHERIA CASE 


That some Linasay stores are 
‘thought to be openly breaking the 
town by-law in regard to the sale 
of milk, was the chief topic of dis- 
cussion in the Board of Health 
meeting held in the town hall on 
Thursday night, 

The following members were pre- 
sent, Chairman Newton Smale, 
Mayor Frank Armstrong, H. V. Mer- 
cer, W. J. Hussey, Sanitary Inspec- 
tor Thomas Davies and Town Clerk 
W. Allely. 

According to “he report submitted 
by Dr. G. C. Lawrence to the Board 
of Health, at least two prominent 
local stores are buying milk directly 
off the farmer and selling it over 
the counter, without the required 
sanitary processes as required by 
the town by-law. This is an open 
infringement of the law and fs l- 
able to have serious consequences, 
|} unless remedied at once: 

Town Clerk W. Allely was in- 
structed to write to the proprietors 
of the stores in question, acquaint- 
ing them with the ruling that all 
milk sold over the counter must be 
bought in sanitary bottles, and if 
placed in un-sterilized containers 
must be considered as bootleg milk. 
Must Improve Milk 
Further reports of Dr. Lawrence 
show that in a first inspection at 
least three Lindsay dairies showed 
a count of 1,000,000 bacteria and in 
a later test these same dairies had 
a count of over 400,000 bacteria. Ac- 
cording to the Ontario Department 
o: Health a bacteria count of over 
150,000 is dangerous to health. The 
Board decided to notify the dairies 
in question that if their milk was 
not made more sanitary, that their 
permit would be taken away. 
To further enhance the danger, 
the first case of diphtheria in two 
years is in Lindsay, and this dis- 
ase {s usually caused by bad milk. 
The following is the latest report 
recelyed from G. ©. Lawrence, with 
the name of the dairy, the bacteria 
plate counts per cubic centimeter 
and the total present of butter fat: 
Hutton’s Dairy 110,000 3.2 
Lee's Datry .... 130,000 3.9

Herd Inspector’s Report 
The following is the report of G. 
C. Lawrence, veterinary surgeon, for 
the Lindsay Board of Health: 
“Complaints have been received 
regarding stores on Kent Street 
purchasing from producers (inspect- 
ed) and retailing same over the 
counter without the necessary dairy 
equipment. You will kindly give 
this matter due consideration. 
“Two head of cattle have been 
tuberculin tested and inspected for 
admission to two herds, with nei- 
ther showing any reaction. 
“One herd consisting of twelve 
cows and eight other cattle have 
been tuberculin tested, witt no re- 
factors, producers premises scored 
and recommended tor permit to 
‘Supply sweet cream. 
“Ten producers and three datr- 
jes have been visited. 
“Milk samples were taken from 
the dairies on June 30th, report 
kere attached, it will be noted that 
three samples show excessive bac- 
teria counts, immediately on re- 
ceipt of this steps were taken to 
ascertain the cause, the handling 
being checked from the time of 
milking until time of being delly- 
ered, insufficlent cooling immed- 
{ately after milking together with the 
excessive heat, has no doubt been 
largely responsible for the trouble. 
Samples were again taken on Thurs 
day and sent to Peterboro, with a

TELEGRAPH COMPANY ACTS TO 


PROTECT PEOPLE WHO 
MIGHT BE SWINDLED OF 
MONEY y 


TORONTO! July 15.—A warning 
to all officers and clerks of the 
Canadian National Telegraphs to 
use every precaution in protecting 
the public against that hoary, old 
"fraud the “Spanish Prisoner” when 
receiving cables addressed to cer- 
tain towns and individuals in Spain 
has been issued by D. E. Galloway, 
Assistant Vice-President in charge 
of the National Telegraph System. 

The circular was sent from the 
headquarters of the telegraph com- 
pany as a result of a large response 
apparently made in reply to beg- 
ging letters written by people who 
purport to be imprisoned under the 
Spanish bankruptcy act, although 
the sum of $360,000 awaits them in 
America following the discharge of 
the court expenses. A reward of 
one-third of this amount is offered 
should the recipient of the letter 
forward the necessary money to 
clear the court claim and provide 
the funds to make the journey to 


America, and a cabled reply is re- 
quested. 

In the circular, Mr. Galloway 
points out that as a company op- 
erating a means of communication 
fer the public, the Canadian Nat- 
fonal Telegraphs must accept such 
messages should the sender insist, 
but he draws attention to the fact 
that the Western Union Telegraph 
Co., from its New York headquart- 
ers, has already been extremely vig- 
flant in checking such cable mes- 
sages and has adopted the policy 
of warning its patrons against for- 
warding sums of money to un- 
known writers, owing to the many 
previous frauds practised over a 
period of years under the “Spanish 
Prisoner Game.” 

During the past few weeks, Can- 
adian National Telegraph records 
show that many letters of this nat- 
ure have been received throughout 
Canada and in each case an indiv- 
{dual call has been made by tele- 
graph officers to draw the attention 
of the sender to the periodic out- 
breaks of “Spanish Prisoner” let- 
ters and to suggest that a thorough 
investigation be made into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the letter 
writer before any money is cabled.

Although two giris were rather 
badly injured in a serious accident 
at Pottery Corner on Friday. t.

But Rain Did Not Last Long 
Enough To Be Much Help 
To Crops 


TERRIBLE AT LAKE 

\ 

Breaking with unexpected fury 
one of the severest storms in years 
awept this district on Sunday after- 
noon, Lasting only a short while 
the tempest was accompanied by a 
driving rain that helped in a short 
measure to overcome the effects of 
A drought that had been affecting 
this part of the Province. 


No extensive damage has been re- 
ported as a result of the storm. 
Several trees in town were struck 
by lightning and one on Albert 
stveet south fell across the Hydro 
wires temporarily cutting off power 
in that section of Lindsay. Two or 
three transformer flses were blown 
cut on the Hydro service while a 
few minor troubles were caused 
on the Bell Telephone service but 
nothing serious resulted. 


By reason of its very ferocity the 
storm did not do parched crops and 
gardens a great deal of good, al- 
through to a certain extent it re- 
vived plant life that was burning 
up, Still more rain is needed in 
this district to saye crops now ser- 
jously threatened by the drouth. 

Huge Waves 

While the storm may have been 
spectacular in town, it was nothing 
here to what cottagers experienced 
on Sturgeon Lake and other dis- 
titct lakes. 

One moment sunshine and per- 
fect calm, the next a terrifying tem- 
pest, it was an awe-inspiring sight. 

Fishing boats dotted the lake and 
some of the weather-wise pilots 
headed for shore when a light wind 
began to hurry dark clouds across 
the sky As far as could be seen 
fiom Rustic Bay, the main body of 
the lake was clear of all boats ex- 
cept cne when the storm broke. 

Suddenly the wind increased, The 
little, lapping waves lengthened and 


gained height. ‘Their tops were 
whipped into white caps, They 
pounded and thundered on the 


Bhore, four or five feet high. The 

wind could be seen tearing off the 

tops of the waves and whipping tite 
stinging spray for 15 or 20 feet. 

Observers on the shore could see 
the lone boat, out in the big bay, 
bouncing and laboring in the waves. 

Then came the rain. The far- 
ther shore was obscured. The boat 
was only a dancing speck. And in 

a few moments it was impossible to 
see 100 yards into the lake—impos- 
sible to turn one’s bare face toward 
Ue stinging rain. 

There was considerable worry 
oyer the boat caught out in the 
Jake but it was impossible to ex- 
tend any ald from this side of the 
Jake. 

It was learned later that one 
party of boaters, thought to be this 
particular one, had been thrown 
into the water when the boat they 
were in, piloted by Algar Oameron, 
capsized, They were rescued and 
brought to shore by Sandy Flack, 
and were none the worse for their 
adventure. The new launch of Al- 
vin McLennan was also considerably 
damaged. 

Several trees were broken off at 
Rustic Bay and flowers were up- 
rooted. Tin pails and» other smal) 
articles left by the shore of the lake 
were carried back many yards by 
the wind. 

This is the story that was heard 
generally Monday. Ai terrible wind 
heavy rain and some hail, trees 
broken off, flowers uprooted, but no 
serious damage in this district.

CERTIFICATE 
DEMANDED 
BY BY-LAW 


At the Board of Health meeting 
Jast week Herb Morrison, plumber, 
asked that he receive a certificate 
for a job passed by Sanitary In- 
spectur Yavies, The Board did not 
see why Mr, Davies should 
demand such a certificate, it was 
reported, as it had never been re- 
quired before. Rather than go to a 
lot of expense and trouble for the 
wishes of one individual they decid- 
ed ta communicate with other towns 
and /’nd out the general ruling on 
this practice.

CANNINGTON, July 18—(Staff

General Hugh S. John- 
son, National Recovery Administra- 
tor, published the "marching or- 
ders’ of the sweeping campaign 
which will engulf the country for 
the next five or six weeks.

As detachments of 
police rushed in to prevent speech 
making, a crowd estimated at 5,000 
was mixed up in ten minutes of wild 
disorder, during which empty bottl- 
es were hurled at the police; one 
group sang the Red International, 
and motorcycle cfficers rode 
through Lhe mob, spreading smoke 
clouds from the exhausts of thelr 
mazhines. The new motorcycle de- 
yice employed by the police was tm- 
mediately effective.

RENOVATING 
BERRY BEDS 


The most satisfactory results with 
strawberry plantations are obtain- 
ed when only one full crop js gath- 
ered. If, for instance, plants are 
set oul this sping, the plantation 
should be ploughed up after the 
fruiting season of next year. “By 
this system, much betten fruit {s 
obtained as the plants are not s0 
thick in the row, and the so{l can 
be kept freer of weeds, 

However, if the Jand is “free of 
weeds, |t is quite possible to obtain 
good results by keeping a planta- 
tion longer than one year. This 
usually entails a certain amount of 
renovation at the end of the first 
fruiting season. The experience at 
the Central Farm, Ottawa, has 
shown that weeds give very little 
trouble when the ground has ‘been 
manured the year previous to plant- 
ing and dependence placed on fer- 
of plant food. Under such condi- 
tilizers for subsequent applications 
'toins it is comparatively easy to re- 
noyate the beds. s 

The method is as follows: *as soon 
as the picking is over, the straw is 
raked up and carried to one side 
of the plantation. After this, each 
row is ploughed or cut down to a 
width of about 18 inches. ‘The 
plants thus ploughed up are then 
gathered up and destroyed, and the 
cultivator run through the rows, 
The few weeds growing among the 
remaining plants are pulled by 
hand. As soon as this cleaning up 
has taken place, an application of 
nitrate of soda 1s made to the plan- 
tation at the rate of 200 pounds or 
more to the acre. Sulphate of am- 
monia would be satisfactory only it 
is very difficult to broadeast it over 
the plants without serious burning. 
If used it should only be put be- 
tween the rows, Frequent cultiva- 
tion throughout the balance of the 
year will usually result in the plan- 
tation going into winter quarters in 
very good condition. 

When the old bed is grown up 
with grass and weeds, more drastic 
measures are necessary. In such 
instances, after the removal of the 
straw the whole plantation is mow- 
ed and the mowings burned as quick 
ly as possible. After this the rows 
are narrowed down to about 1 foot 
in width and the ploughed-out 
plants raked up and destroyed. This! 
leaves a narrow row of plants and 
weeds that can then be hog to 
leave clumps of plants every 8 or 
9 inches. In narrowing the rows it 
{5 always well to work from one 
side of the plantation so that the 
old row is split down the centre 
leaving the newer plants on the out- 
er edge as the remaining narrow 
Strip, After this hoeing, an apnli- 
cation of nitrate of soda or manure 
ploughed in between the rows is 
given, followed by frequent culti- 
vation. 

Some growers after narrowing the 
Tows, do the cross-thinning by a 
harrow or drag, and then finish off 
with the hose and cultivator. In 
some parts of the Maritimes where 
Planations fruit for many years 
and where the rows are a little fur- 
ther apart, the practice is simply 
to plough between the rows so as to 
leave a wide furrow, which is filled 
with manure. A cross-harrowing 
then covers this furrow with earth. 
This is followed up with hoeing, 
hand weeding and cultivating, 


EXPORT AND 
IMPORT WOOL 


Canada with the exception of the 
United Kingdom, is the only im- 
portant Empire country that has a 
net importof wool, The Empire as 
a unit, says the Empire Marketing 
Beard, has a heavy surplus of raw 
wool, and supplies the markets of 
the world, In recent years net ex- 
ports of wool from the Empire have 
been greater than Australia’s gross 
exports. In other words, the whole 
of the Australian wool clip may be 
reckoned as surplus to Empire re- 
quirements, the output of the rest 
of the Empire being sufficient for 
the Empire wool textile and carpet 
industrles, 

The extent of the Empire's net 
exports of raw wool has increased 
In recent years, owing to an ex- 
pansion in exports from producing 
countries rather than to any de= 
cline In United Kingdom net im- 
ports. Of the eight leading wool 
producing countries of the world, 
four lie within the Empire, Austra- 
lia alone accounting for roughly 
one-quarter of the estimated world 
total. 

The empire proportion of the total 
is about 47 per cent. Among foreign 
countries, the United States, Ar- 
gentine and Russia produce nearly 
equal quantities, though in the case 
of Russia the ‘vool is of an inferior 
quality, South African production 
slightly exceeds that of New Zeal-

Dr. F. A. Logan Gives Report 
To Rotarians; Will Hold 
Draw For Car Here 


TO HELP CHILDREN 


e Dr. F. A. Logan, Lindsay Rotary 
delegate to the Rotary Convention 
held in Boston, June 26-30, gave his 
report to the Lindsay club at the 
weekly luncheon held in the Benson, 


House on Monday. 


After welcoming two guest Rotar- 
jans, A. J. Parke, of Hamilton, and 
O. Hines, of Toronto, President Jack 
Baker Jed the discussion as to the 
advisability of selling tickets on a 
car to be drawn for at Fair time. 
A real outline for the enterprise 
was given and made up by various 
members. It was decided to buy the 
new car from Frank King and lick- 
ets will be sold at two for twenty- 
five cents with prizes to those sell- 
ing the most tickets. Other lesser 
prizes will be given to holders of 
lucky tickets. A committee was 
appointed to look after the matter, 
and all the members pledged their 
support realizing that the benefits 
were for helping crippled children. 

In giving his report on the con- 
vention, Dr. Fred Logan first thank- 
ed the members for sending him as 
their official delegate to the inter- 
national meeting in Boston.

Individual Duty 

The general theme of all the ad- 
dresses, sald Dr, Logan, hinged on 
the idea of individual duty carried 
throughout the whole of Rotary. 
The total estimated number of Rot- 
arlans was 147,000 with a total of 
3,596 member clubs. The delegates 
were the guests of the Boston Club 
and of all*the mempers, of Rotary 
in the New England states. 

“The hosilalily of our hosts left 
nothing to be desired’, the speaker 
asserted, “everything was arranged 
to give everyone a good time and 
an Interesting visit. Excursions on 
steamers were run especially, and 
there was nearly two hundred cars 
wating to take the delegales any- 
where they wished to go, OnsMon- 
day night there was a fancy dress 
parade with the New Englanders 
dressed up in the old pioneer cos- 
tumes with prizes for the best 
costumes. On Tuesday night the

Hall Linton, who addressed the 

Lindsay Kiwanis Club and Lindsay 

Collegiate Institute students n few 

weeks ago, is praised by an editor- 

jal in the Toronto Mail and Empire. 

Discussing the subject with which 

Mr. Linton dealt in Lindsay, the 

Toronto paper says: 

The problem of dectding what to 
do with thelr lives must be in the 
minds of thousands of our boys and 
girls who have just left school or 
college. Others have felt a calling 
towards a certain business or pro- 
fession and probably shaped their 
studies accordingly, But the maj- 
ority have had no yocation and we 
are afraid that many of them have 
wasted valuable years which might 
have been put to better advantage 
if they had had something definite 
in view during their school days. 
Hence there has arisen a demand 
fur what is termed vocational guid- 
ance. During the past 10 or 15 
years great progress has been made 
in the investigation of the problem 
and of plans for its solution in both 
Great Britain and the United Stat- 
es. 

The position in Canada is describ- 
ed in the Canadian Home Journal 
under the suggestive title “The Pre- 
cious Years Being Wasted?” The 
writer of the article is Mr. Hall 
Linton, Chairman of the Vocational 
Guidance Committee of the Victoria 
College Alumni Association, He 
thinks that Canada is on the eve of 
a big development in this regard. 
His conclusion is based not only up- 
on his experience with the students 
of Victoria, but also upon the ex- 
pressed opinions of many of the 
educational authorities. Premier 
Henry, who is also Minister of Edu- 
cation, declared in a radio talk on 
the .subject last year that “the 
young Canadian must be headed 
in the right direction from the start 
if this country is to hold its own

President Roosevelt Backs 
Plan To Lift United States

UNIFORM POLICY 

WASHINGTON, July 21—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt Thursday night ap- 
proved the blanket code for indus- 
try and asked American business to 
adopt a uniform policy of higher 
wages and shorter hours, 

‘The code, drafted by General Hugh 

S. Johnson, national recovery ad- 
ministrator, is designed to increase 
the purchasing power of workers 
and lift the nation back to prosper- 
ity. 

Leaving the White House after a 
two-hour conference with Mr. Roose- 
velt, Johnson sald the president had 
approved the code without any 
changes. 

The code provides “white collar’ 
workers shall not toil more than 
40 hours a week. 

Mechanical labor would work on 
a weekly schedule, of 35 hours un- 
til December 31, 1933, but with the 
right to work a maximum week of 
40 hours for any six weeks within 
this period. 

No worker shall be employed more 
than eight hours in one day. 

The code would be in effect from 
August 1 to December 31 of this 
year.
